— The house 
spent a couple ot hours traoMctiag 
buBiness relating to the Diitrlct of Co 
lumbla, And the remainder of the day 
on til* Indian appropriation bill. 

During the conBideratlon of the lat- 
ter bill a lively political debate was 
precipitated bjr an allusion made by 
Mr. Slmpidn fPop., Kan.) relative to 
an alleged Interview with the president 
on the subject of immigration. 

Mr. Grosvenor took occasion to ex- 
pren the opinion that the president 
had never used some of the language 
imputed to him, and the debate drifted 
Into a general discussion of our InduS' 
trial conditions, in the courae of which 
the itrike in New England, the high 
prie<ii ior wheat in Kansas and the de 
faulting Republican officials In Ne- 
braika lucceasively played their parts. 

In the Ueuate. 

Washington, Jr.n. 25.— The propuscd 
annexation of Hawaii was somewhat 
•ztenaively reviewed by Mr. Morgan of 
Alabama while speaking to a question 
of persona] privilege. 

The Alabama senator had been rep 
resented as saying in executive seBsion 
aubitantially that ex-President Cleve- 
land was In favor of Hawaiian annex- 
ation. 

This statement called out a denia 
from Mr. Cleveland, and in support of 
his original rtatehient Mr. Morgan ad 
dressed the senate at great length. 

One of the fealurcs of the session 
was an elaborate sp» ecli by Mr. Turpi* 
of Indiana In support of the Teller eil' 
ter resolution. 

The pension appropriation bill was 
called up and debated for nearly three 
hours, but was not passed, the senate 
adjourning pending the disposal of the 
point of order made against an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Allen of Nebraska 
to the pending bill. 

DIRBOTOB OF THB MINT 



Resigned au<l HI* SticcesMr Hh 
Been Appointed. 
Washington, Jan. 2S.— The resigna- 
tion of R. E. Preston as director of the 
mint was tendered to the president, to 
take effect upon the appointment and 
Qualiflcatlon of his successor. 

Mr. Preston has been connected with 
the treasury department for more than 
42 years. During tlio la.>it four years 
he has been director of the mint. 

The president later sent to the sen- 
ate the name of George B. Roberts of 
Fort Dodge, la., for the vacancy cre- 
ated by the resignation of Mr. Preston 
The appointment of Mr. Roberts was 
entirely unsought for by him, and is 
construed as a direct recognition of the 
Republican sentiment in Iowa on the 
financial question by tenedering this 
Important position to one of its lead 
ing citizens, mode eminent by his able 
support, by his pen and on the res'- 
trum, of the principles enunciated in 
the St. I^ouis platform. 

Mr. Roberts is said to be a man of 
high personal character and an excep- 
tionally able editorial writer.

Cincinnati, Jan. 26.— The legislative 
committee closed its investigation in 
this city of the Otis charges of bribery 
in the recent election of United States 

senator The senate committee will 
continue Its work at Columbus. 

Thirty witnesses have been exam- 
ined here since last Friday, most of 
them taking employes of the Gibson 
House, of telegraph and telephone 
companies and the Union Savings and 
Trust company. 

Jared P. Bliss. Allen 0. Myers, Sr.. 
and E. H. Archer were the principal 
other witnesses. They returned to Co- 
lumbus with the committee. 'l"he at- 
torneys and three members of the 
house committee also returned. 

As the evidence of Representative 
John r. Otis and of Colonel Thomas 

C. Campl)ell will be very lensthy, they 
were not called here, hut Mr. Otis will 
likely be the next witness at Colum- 
bus. 

At Columbus last week several wit- 
nesses refused to testify becausi- tlieir 
attorneys advised them tliat a s'liate 
committee has no Jurisdiction in in- 
vestigating charges made by a mem- 
ber of the house. 

The employes of Pre.~idpnt Rchniid- 
lapp's bank and Hon. Harry M. 
Daugherty, chairman of the Republic- 
an state central committee, declined 
either to be sworn or to answer ques- 
tions because the committee has no 
jurisdiction. 

When H. H. Hollcnbeck was en 
route from Columbus to Cincinnati, 
Jan. 7, he received a dispatch signed 
"H. D.," and the committee asked Mr. 
Daugherty if he sent that dispatch. 
Mr. Daugherty declined to answer 
question's, and continued to argue the 
question of jurisdiction until he was 
excused, subject to call for punish- 
ment for contempt. 

When Manager Page of the Western 
Union was asked to produce the "H. 

D. " dispatch and other messages he 
said the company now had none of 
their messages as far back as January 
10, and he did not know whether they 
had been taken across the river to 
their offices In Covington and New- 
port, Ky., or sent to New York, or 
where they were. 

Chairman Burlto announced that as 
soon as the committee was through 
with all the willing witnesses pro- 
ceedings would at once be begun to 
bring nil of the unwilling witnesses 
before the bar of the senate for pun- 
ishment for cont<'iii(jt. 

May ViKitril tlie I'nlteil States. 
Washington. Jan. 25.— Following the 
visit of President Dole of Hawaii it is 
not improbable that the prospective 
president of Brazil will visit the United 
States some time between March 1 
and November next. The election oc- 
curs in March and the prevailing Im- 
pression is that Senor Campos Salles, 
the candidate of the RepublicsLU party, 
will be elected.

Requires the 8ute to pay one third of 
the cost of all roads built, and the county 
the other two thirds, less one tenth the 
total cost, which must be paid by the 
owners of land by or through whose land 
the new road is to be built, and who pe- 
tition for the road to be constructed. 

The coat of building these roads shall 
not exceed $100,000 to the State in any 
one year. 

The bill is lengthy, and goes into the 
details of carrying the new system of 

buildin); the roads, incliidinj: the duty of 
County Fiscal Court, the State Commis- 
sioners and the Ooanty Road Stiperinten- 
dent, and the manner of issuing bonds of 
the county to pay for the roads. 

Mr. Shei>ard will make an earnest «fl^ 
to have the bill passed, and has received 
much encouragement in that direction 
from hit fellow members.

It waa in the bome life, though, that 
this excellent woman showed at her 
best ; there she was the queen of grace 
and kindneoa. 

Of a naturally studious bent, she im- 
proved her mind by constant and labor- 
ious atndy and reading. She waa a wor- 
shiperat Wisdom's shrine, and impressed 
all with whom she came in contact with 
her wonderfnl ability. We question 
whether there was a better informed 
woman of her age in tbe State than she. 

She was a wonaaot indomitable energy 
and perseverance, never undertaking 
anything that she did not accomplish ; 
teaching and working when most women 
would have been confirmed invalids, so 
exhausting and depressing was the in- 
sidious diaaaea that prayed npon her 
vitality. 

What a pathetic siaht was tbat com- 
pany of school children gathered that 
fateful morning awaiting the teacher who 
w as never mora to oome ! 

Her overwrought and delii ite organ- 
ism was finall^compelled to succumb its 
enemy, and doubtleas when reason was de 
throned for tbe time, was she prompted to 
the deed that brought sorrow and grief un- 
utterable to her brothers and titter and 
aged father and friends. 

Where the pine treee mourn a requiem 
she alaapa peacefully, there to remain 
until aronaad by the clarion notes of the 
archangel's trump on the resurrection 
morn.

Tho people of 
the islands tbemaelvea want very mnofa 

to come to us for one thing. For another 
we ought to huvo a naval aud coaling 
station in the Pacific. Perhapa the 
strongest reason of all is, however, that 
unless wo annex Hawaii tho new repnb- 
lic of tlui Pacific may bo otftrfd bodily 
to England. England would not leave 
it to go begging while carping, fussy 
Miss Nancy critics .Kjjlit hairs nvcr tho 
question whether she had any right un- 
der the constitntion to accept Hawaii 
and what t-ho would do with it if she 
got it. Hawaii comes to us exactly as 
Texas did, aud we did not hesitate 
about receiving Texaa European na- 
tions wonld not object to our auuc.\iug 
Hawaii because wo are so peaceably in 
olined that they ore all well disposed 
to OS, says Dr. Shaw.

nations whicli in most to be dinin d by us 
would ba further endangered. Again, from 
the poUtioal and atrateglo point of view, the 
poHition of Hawaii ought to be regarded by ua 
as closely related to other polioiee over- 
whelmingly favorcHl by the people of the United 
titutts. Wo refer to the American control of 
the NiciiriiK'ua emiiil and to the a(■llUl^ltion of 
one ur mure wtiafactorj naval statioui in the 
Weatladiaa.
